Ho was tho son of Jacob Kanouse,
¢harch who was boen in Wittenberg,
Germany,and Mary Pierre Knnouse
i descendant of the Hugenots in the
wonith of Fronce and was born Aue.
20 1784, in Rockaway Valley, Morris
Ca, N. J,, sbout one mile northerly
from the present city of Boonton,
He dicd May 29, 1865 while pastor
of the Preshyterinn chmvh of Deck.
ortown, Bussex Co. N, J., and was
buried there, His enrly advantages
for education were very limited.
When Rev. Barnabag King eame to
Rockawny in 1808, and permanently
in 1808, he found Mr, Knnouse faitli.
fally toiling in his Dacksmith shop
at Rockaway Valley. He was an
varnest christian, full of religions
wal, eloguent and attractive, enger
for knowledege, and desiring an edu.
ention, Rev, King encournged all
these aspivations. After the death
of his wife about 1816 pand the ehild-
ren were in the care of his wife's re
latives, he went to the Hoomfleld
Acendemy, then onder the care of
Dr., Amzl Armstrong. His edoeos-
tion classical and theological was
undar that great tescher, Mr. Kan.
onse was n man of grent power in
and out of the pulpit. His work
in the (love church, Beemerville,
and in his old age at Deckertown,
attost this, The regvals at Want-
age and other fields proved him to
be & very remarkable minister and
preacher. He was for a time in
Newark, N, J., and Owego, N, Y,
In person and manner ho wis no.
hie and lovable,  Rev, King led him
into the ministry, i thoy were
over bosom friends, His residence
which he built in Buceasunna is still
standing and is one of the choive lo-
cations in the village. Hoe was or-
dained and installed at Buccssunnn,
Jan. 22, 1823, His labor began thave
in the summer of 1822 ; dismissed
June 1828, The fruit of his labor
wos whundant,  More than fifty
wore ndded to the church in the five
and one-half years of his pastorate.
His wife, Mary W., united with the
church at Svocasunna in Aungust
1824, He was thrice married; first
to Mary Osborn, of Rockawny Val.
ley, who died leaving four sons, sec.
ond to Mary Wolverton Bassott, Oct.
19, 1822 and his children, who grew
to adult age: Elizabeth, Theodore,
Ann Maria and Harriet, By bhis
third morriage with Amands De
Camp he had a son, Charles A, Kan.
ouse, who,with muoh of his fathor's
spirit, entered the ministry at an
early age, and after sixteen years of
devoted work in the ministry, died
in Princeton, Kentuoky.
